INSTITUTISN OF THE SABBATH.

The text will be found In the Gospel by “lork, 24 chap

ter, 27th verse, nud in io these words ;—
“The Sabbath was made for man.”

Brotmen Samson said :—The words we have real are
the words of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ Toey
are his deelaration in reference to an important religious
duty which is binding upon the whole human race. His
aasertion is *The Sabbath was made for Mon " There
are some who have supposed that the keeplog of the
Babhath was one of the ceremonial dutics of the Jewish
law, bindlng on Jews alone, and not on Christians. But
have such right! ded thiv declaration of the Ba-
viour 1 We scknowledge the duty of ohuningrthn Hab.
bath is not so fully and so clearly unsh:in the New T'en
tument as are some other Christian duties. Yet thereis
one denply impo: tant thought, which we ought ever lo
bear in mind in tion with this ideration. It is
more dan to withhald from God what he has de-
manded, than to give him me:e than he requires. If on
the one hand we are not bound by the law o God to keep
{he Babbath, and yet we give him a day he has ost re-
quired, certainly it can do vs no harm, and it cannot dis-
piease Lim; but rather it will prove to be ol immenss
apiritual benefit to ocurselves, and cenrot but by most
piessing to Gad. If,’however, on the other hand, God
nas cemmanded ‘uy L0 Uhserve the Sabbath, and w.
thromgh careless neglect, of pride of idtellect, overlook
this command, afhd violaie our duty to keep noly the Sab
hagh, theconsequences upon us may be disestrous and

1 hmyond what we ore able to concelve. We belleve,
huwewdr, tuat God hws net lelt us to be guided by a more

probabillts jn reference to this subject; but that he has
sot fgrth ment as elearly as he has many other
aakfw tian duties; and indeed as plainly as

ing our hearts in adoration to him. True it is, every man
ought daily to have seasona, when he lurns aside for o
lew moments from wo business to attend to these
higher duties ; but we all know that the cares of the
world ere g0 engrossing that those seasons are not suil-
cient to meet the necesvities of our nature.

It is the universal voice of the
whole world of God's rational ion, joining in the
heartfelt ackvowledgemont, ¢ The Babbath was made for
man.” Buat we turn from this convincing evidence writ-
ten on every page of the book of natnre, and we taksup
the Bible—the Book of Ged's Revelatien, to examine
what this teaches on the subject be'ore us, that “the Sab-
bath was mi de for man.”

The Sabbath they tell was sppointed at the croa-
tion and enjoined on our first parents. From them deubt-
less the tradition hus been handed down 1o all fumiliss of
their descendants. One line of their descendants—that
1hm1eljh Nosh, Abraham and Jacob, we are assured, sb-
aerved it before any other law then the first one was
given. Then followed the summary of God's law fer
man, writien on the tables of stone on Binai, and the com-
mand to keep the Sabbuth was smong them. Then Christ
came, and tuught that those commands in general were
binding ; apd in reference to the Sabbath espacially, he
tanght, ina manner inimitable for its wisdom and yfaiu—
neas, thet while the Jewish superstitions and
in relerenceto that day were to come to an end, yet the
real rest fand roligions observence , was Lhe n(y and
privilege of ull! bis followers; indeed, thet it was by
Christians that the true gory and divine design of the
original institution was to be carried out.
